It solicited the sum of twelve hun- 
dred dollars to save a young man from destruc- 
tion. Several circumstances led‘me to believe 
that it was one of those idle communications | 
sometimes addressed to clergymen for the sake 
of amusement in imposing upon the sympathies 
of good natured credulity. That such was: the 
intention of the writer, I was led to believe by 
the greatness of the sum solicited from astran- 
ger and a poor man, and from the fact that the 
postage was not paid, in connexion with the 
cultivated ‘style of the note and what I regard- 
ed as a fanciful signature in the name “ Y. 
Randolph.” 

It is a rule with me not to answer anony- 
mous communications. After two or three days, 


another note reached me from the same hand. ten 


In this the writer begged the privilege of an 
interview, and'I replied, inviting him to call at 
my house at a specified hour on the following 
day. Atthe appointed time he came. He was 
a well dressed young man of about thirty years 
of age. .His manners were easy and graceful, 
but plain; and I put him down for a New Eng- 
lander gnd a scholar. ; 

After apologizing for troubling me, he went 
on to explain his object in addressing me. Stop, 
my friend, said I; you must be frank with me 
in every respect ; your name, I presume, is not 
Y. Randolph. 


is B. Iam a graduate of — College, and 
a native of the State of My father is 
a mechanic in respectable but not. affluent cir- 
cumstances. He did everything for. me which 
his means and the claims of others would allow, 
to assist me in obtaining my education. I was 
graduated in the year ——-, and though I did 
not lead my class, my standing was among the 
first. A class-mate and intimate friend was or- 
dered by his physicians to spend a winter at. 
the South. He invited me to accompany him, 
and seek employment there in teaching. To 
induce me to do this he kindly offered to pro- 
eure a hundred dollars from his father-who 
was a man in easy circumstances. I accepted 
his. generous proposition, received the hundred 
dollars, for which I gave my note, and we took 
our journey together. I readily found employ- 
‘ment in teaching at a salary of one thousand 
dollars. My friend returned home in the fol- 
lowing summer. | 

“On returning to the North, I learned that. 
my invalid friend was dangerously ill. Imade 
a journey to see him and remained with him 
till he died. Not long after this his father 
made me a present of the note. Subsequently 
I came to this city and entered the legal pro- 
fession, My income has been’ quite limited. 
But my habits are frugal and I have managed 
to live on the gains of business, excepting some 
small temporary embarrassments. 

“ About a year since, an acquaintance of 
mine who had been successfully engaged in a 
similar business, advised|me to secure funds of 
some of my friends to invest in Western lands, 
on the following plan: . | 


“JT was to take the money furnished by them, | 


go to the West, purchase soldiers’ warrants at 
ninety cents per acre, aid locate the lands.on 
streams or prospective railroads, where two 
could scarcely pass without these lands ris- 
lise be worth from five to ten dollars per acre. 
As a compensation for this business, the per- 
sons furnishing the funds were to give a bond 
securing to me the right to purchase one-half 
of the land for the price paid for it, and the in- 
terest added, at the end of two years. 
. . “With this in view, I communicated with my 
friend, the father of my deceased class-mate. 
After several letters had passed, I received 
twelve hundred dollars—a part of it furnished 
by himself, a part by one of his sons, and 
another portion still by a teacher in the village 
where they resided. This twelve hundred dol- 
lars would have secured more than thirteen 
hundred acres of government land. I am con- 
fident it could have been so located that at the 
end of two years it would readily have sold for 
five dollars anacre.

He professed no 
spiritualism to me, and his disappointment in 
love arose from his moral delinquencies. 

__ There are.several facts connected with this 
tragical story worthy to be noted by young 
men. 

»-B———— was not associated with Christian 
people. In a long list of persons to whom he 
referred me for his character and general stand- 
ing, though they were’many of them highly 
respectable, there’ was not a single professedly 
pious man. 

While there is no good reason to conclude 
that he was otherwise vicious, this single in- 
stance of. want of integrity, in risking at the 
gaming table money that was not his own, was 
the probable cause of his ruin. In a great 
commercial metropolis there is reason to be- 
lievethat thousands of young men are destroyed 
by first becoming guilty: of robbing their em- 
ployers or friends. 

Ng,repentance is salutary that is not coupled 
with*-humility and that faith in Christ which 
renders him precious to the soul. 

A genuine faith in Jesus can reclaim from 
sin and at the same time lift up the soul in 
hope. There is no other name given under

The Religious Press an Auxiliary. 
The religious press must certainly be re- 
garded as a grand auxiliary to the Christian 
pulpit and other means of grace, for spreading 
Christianity and saving the souls of men. A 
sanctified press will often send its influence 
where the voice of the living preacher is not 
heard; and when the minister does go, he 
finds that by means of the press his own influ- 
ence is widened, and facilities for pant a 
increased. The press, too, is often s ing 
to us in the absence of other instructors; and 
readily co-operating to instruct us into the 
truth. By this means we haye the powerful 
appeals and warnings and instructions of holy 
men long since fallen asleep in Christ, who 
though dead, yet speak to the living in their 
best hours. It was in pursuance of this thought 
a speaker once very prettily said — “ Baxter 
calls, and Alleine alarms, and Pike persuades,” 
—and a similar sacred influence may with 
equal force be referred to scores of eminently — 
pious Christians, who speak to the living, and 


will to the end of time, in their works, by 
means of the religiqus press. | 
Take a church where simply a good religious 


periodical is generally circulated, and another 
where this amount of reading is not had, and 
the. difference between the intelligence and 
piety of the two, will be at once perceptible ; 
or the result will be the same, if you take two 
families, one of which enjoys such a religious 
periodical, and the other deprives itself of the 
Christian intelligence and instruction which 
such a paper would afford weekly. But in 
contemplating the religious press as an auxili- 
ary to the pulpit, we go farther than to inquire 
simply in relation to a weekly religious Paper.

Rules for Regding the Bible. - 
I will venture to 
best method of reading the word of God: 


r a few hints, as to the 


in your retirement. The reason is plain. The 
mind needs to be in.a position to give its whole 
attention, without distraction, and without hav- 
ing anything to cause the thoughts to wander. 
You need to be so situated, that you can read 
slowly, deliberately, understandingly, and with 
reference to direct personal application. It 
will soon become a delightful habit, and you 
will shortly look forward to the hour when 
| you will be alone with your Bible, with as 
much interest as if you were to meet a be- 
-loved.earthly friend. Probably a taste for the 
word of God is more decidedly cultivated by 
habit, than any other. Even if we did not 
take. into the accourt the effect of the Bible 
upon the moral feelings, and its subduing pow- 
er upon the soul, there is a simple majesty and 
a condensation in the language, and a power 
in the poetry and eloquence of the Bible, 
which. will bring the soul to assimilate its 
taste to itself, with astonishing rapidity. The 
plan before my er will give him a place to 
read already selected, and it will carry him 
through the several books in beautiful order. 
I suppose the Bible was first given in parcels, 
as was ‘best adapted to the wants of men ; but, 
for the most part, the whole of any particular 
book was given at once. That they were 
without chapter and verse, as we have them, 
is probably known to all. If my reader is a 
young man, let him be sure and read the book 
of Proverbs with great attention and interest. 
There is an amazing amount of practical wis- 
dom laid up there, and if you once get this at 
your command, you are a wise man. All the 
wise sayings of men will not begin to bear 
comparison with those of Solomon. I do not 
advise commentaries for daily reading, as a 
general thing. There are people who have 
weak limbs, and must use crutches. These 
should have them. But to put crutches under 
the arms of a well man, will injure him, if 
they do not at length destroy his power of 
walking. The opinions which you get from’ 
commentators come very easily. But it is 
universal law, that what comes esily goes as 
easily. 

2.) Read the Scriptures with an humble and 
docile mind. ‘We may go to outward evidence, 
and prove the books of the Bible to be authen- 
tic, and genuine, and inspired; we may strike 
the infidel with such a sword as Goliah wore; 
but after all, the evidence which a good man 
feels, is by far the strongest. This is called 
the internal evidence. No arguments or sneers 
of the infidel can move this. On other evi- 
‘dence you may throw the shadows. of clouds, 
‘and the coldness of mists, and bring objections 
which perplex; but against the Bible you may 
pile up your objections like mountains, and 
the good man feels that they are of. no conse- 
quence. Be careful that you do not exalt 
| your reason over the revelalion of God. To 
the child, the sun, and the and the 
stars all seem to move round the:earth.

The speculator is not only a useless member 

of the community, but a great. mischief-maker. 

His gambling operations give a feverish and 
unhealthy tone to business in all its veins and 
arteries. His sudden and great gains debauch- 
es the sentiments of business men ayid prosti- 
tute public enterprise to a mo iac ambi- 
tion for rapid accumulation. Speeulative 
‘gambling robs the producer of gains, 
creates discontent among men usefully employ- 
ed, arrests home production, stimulates impor- 
tation, blows up deceptive bubbles, builds ideal 
schemes to deceive the unweary, swallows up 
the honest gains of assiduous labor or thrifty 
trade, and sheds everywhere a poisonous oder 
of discontent and envy. Stock gambling, with 
its systematized falsehoods, breathes the mil- 
dew of discredit on what is worthy of trust, as 
remorselessly as it gilds a monster swindle with 
the show of stability and value. The stock 
gambler’s gains are honest men’s losses, and 
they are secured by treachery, deception and 
false pretence. It isan empty mockery of busi- 
ness from the pretended purchase until the 
difference in price is paid, after a few days of 
industriogs misrepresentation. 

This spirit of bling and speculation is 
fast penetrating all kinds of business into which 
purchase and sale enter as elements. Vast 
quantities of produce are daily bought with the 
hope that an advance will secure a profit. In 
pure stock gambling style, those who wish to 
buy attempt to deceive the holder as to the val- 
ue of the property, circulating false rumors ten- 
ding to depreciate it, exaggerate every fact ten- 
ding to a depression, and play upon“the. fear 


a speculator, he resorts to a similar process to 
deceive and exaggerate the hone of the buyer. 

It is this gambling spirit has.. given to 
credit such a vast and ruinous expansion 
For large profits, merchants, in their greed for 
gain, trast unworthy men. Trade, with many, 
has departed from its old paths of small gains 
and certain pay, to travel in those of extraordi- 
nary risks for extortionate profits.

EXTRACT FROM A PRIVATE LETTER BY AN OLD CALIFOR- 
TO A FRIEND IN THIS CITY. 
Paris, Nov. 23, 1857. 

We left San Francisco May 5th; reached New 
York May 28th; left New York June 30th ; reached 
Cowes, (England,) on the 14th, and London on the 
15th July. We resided in London until Oct. 8th, 
when we came to this city, where we ee 
main for the present. 

London did not come up to my expectations. It 
is; however, a vast city*'and dingy as vast. ‘Nearly 
two and half millions of people crowd its streets, 
and alleys, and lanes—its high-ways and by-places ; 
and an American sees such extremes of social posi- 
tion — such poverty — —such squalid misery and 
wretchedness on the one hand ; and so much wealth 
and hereditary position on the other, that he is led 
at once to exclaim: “ My glorious country—the 
United States of America—God preserve thee 
throogh all time!” And, indeed, we do not prop-- 
erly apppreciate the blessings of our owh Govern- 
ment until we have had an opportunity to see and 
compare it with others, by actual residence. © It is 
then that we can place a proper estimate on the in-- 
estimable blessings conferred upon us by our con- 
federation! 

To tell you with what profonnd regard, with what 
proud sentiments, with what exalted. national feel- 
ings I. now view my country, is hot within the range 
of my pen!’ When I step foot again on its favored 
shores, it will be with a proud conciousness, that I 
am a sovereign—a unit among the members of my

On’ Thursday, the 21st inst., we had one of the 
severest: storms ever known here since the occupan- 
cy of this camp by Americans. For two hours we

SUICIDES. 

‘Mr. Eprror :—Permit me to suggest what would 
probably be the most effectual manner of prevent- 
ing the suicides now so alarmingly. prevalent in this 
city and State. It would seem in most cases that 
a morbid ambition to become notorious, by this 
manner of leaving the world, and thus be made the 
heroes of a nine days’ wonder, is one of the motives 
of the act. The old English law, denying them 
Christian burial, and direvting their being interred 
in the crossings of two roads, however inhuman it 
may appear, was not so far wrong in principle, as 
showing the horror of the people at this unchristian 
act. An equally effectual means of accomplishing 
the same end, and one that would benefit the living 
and do no injustice to. the dead, would; be to pro- 
cure the passage of a law by the Legislature, mak- 
ing it the duty of the Coroner to give over the 
bodies of all suicides to the doctors fur dissection, 
except in those cases where it was clearly proved |. 
before the jury, the individual had been insane be- 
fore committing the deed. By this means, such in- 
vestigations may be made by the surgeons and 
medical men, as will go far to solve the question of 
what is the cause of the act ; and thus the individu 
als who commit the criminal deed may be made the | 
involuntary instruments of preventing thousands « f 
their fellow-beings from following their criminal 
example ; if they will destroy the life for which they 
are responsible to their fellow-men as well as ti 
their Creator.

expenses. In the same district a lump worth $100 was 
recently taken out, and one man regularly obtainsfifom a 
small tunne! $1,000 weekly. In Mariposa county, the 
Gazette says: ‘‘The Fremont and Merced Quartz Mining 
Companies are both busily employed in quarrying, haul- 
ing, and crushing quartz from the celebrated vein near 
Bear Valley. Some idea of the expenses incurred by them 
in working, may be gleaned from the fact that the Merced 
company haul their quartz from the miné to Mount Ophir, 
a distance of about eight miles, at the expense of five dol- 
larsaton. Their expenses have recently averaged over 
$300 per day. Their steam mill at Mount Ophir is now in 
operation, carrying twenty-four stamps, and crushing 
twenty tons of quartz perday. We learn from the same 
source that the excitement which at times has threatened } 
to end in violence between the rival companies, has cooled 
down to a healthy temperature, and peace reigns in the 
disputed territory.” In the town of Mariposa two miners 
recently discovered a quartz lead in the house-yard of one . 
of them, from which several hundred dollars have been 
extracted by pounding in a mortar and amalgamation— | 
the rock proving very rich.
